How He Managed to Breali Into the Leg- 


islature 4O Years Ago. 


Hon. E. O. Smith, of San Jose, Gal., 


now in Deoatur attending to business 
affairs, visited Clinton thia week, and was 
tbe guest of Dr. Warner and family. This 
is \vh»t the Clinton Public had to say of 
him: 


Away back in the forties Mr. Smith 


lived in Clinton, end was a builder b.i 
trade. It was he who buill our court 
housf. In those days it was considered a 
thing of beauty, but tKe ravages of time 
and the change in Ihe aesthelio tastes of 
the people have brought the old building 
into disrepute. 
Mr. Smith vrns a sturdy 


old Whig, and nearly forty years ago was 
somewhat prominent in politics. 
The 


legislative district, of which DeWitt coun- 
ty was a part, included McLean, Logan, 
Macon, and one or two other counties,nnd 
was strongly tinctured with Democracy*. 
Dr. Rogere, of Bloomington, was the 
Democratic candidate for the legislature, 
and Mr. Smith was nominated by the 
Whigs. While Mr. Smith, was at work 
building the new court house, tho Demo- 
crats held a meeting in the old log court 
house. Dr. Rogere made a liowery.spread- 
eagle speech and captivated his audience. 
Mr. Smith was one of the audience. 
He 


stood there with his apron, covered with 
brick dust and mortar,aud has shirt sleeves 
rolled up. There was a strong contrast 
between him nnd tbe well-dressed doctor. 
At Ihe conclusion of the Dr.'e speech, thf 
Whigs called upon Mr. Smith to reply to 
him. Always ready to give a reason for 
the faith that was in him, be took the 
stand, and for about fifteen miuutes he 
poured hot bhot into the Dr.'s arguments, 
Tho crowd was taken with tho brawny 
eon of toil, end many of the old Demo- 
crats declared they would rather vote for 
the fellow with hie shirt sleeves rolled up 
than for the Dr. with hia immaculate while 
6hir* front aud Branding collar ami broad- 
oloth clothes. Wben election day came 
Smith beat the Dr. by a handsome mnjor- 
ity, and ably represented the district In 
the state legislature.

Ee- 
fon-ing to tho fact that the obser- 
vance of Memorial Day originated 
with tho Grand Army of the .Repub- 
lic ho Npoko beiclly concerning the 
hiHtory of that organisation. Too G. 
A. J{. ho »aicl, is oinphaticnlly n Do- 
catirr institution, it was originated 
by Dr. B. l'\ Stephenson, conh'act 
surgeon of tho 14th llogiment, Illin- 
ois vol. Inf. Ho tried to give it a 
birthplace in Bpnngtiold and Jack- 
sonville, and failing to moot with en- 
couragomout or sympathy, he came 
to Decatur and on tho Cth day of April, 
18GG, aided by that gallant hero of 
throo wars, Gen. I. N. Pugh, ho or- 
gani/od IJost No. 1. From this seed, 
planted upon tho patriotic soil of De- 
catur, had germinated and grown tho 
Grand Army of tho liepnblic of this 
day, which counts 3,500 posts, with a 
membership of 250,000 war-worn and 
battle-scarred veterans,who answered 
tho call of their country in the hour

1'ost No 1, which ho said was caused 
by tho introduction into it of a polit- 
ical element which engendered dis- 
cord and caused members in full 
sympathy with tho tenets of tho or- 
der to withdraw in disgust.

ral years Ducatur remained without 
a post but in 1BS2 Dunham post was 
org mixed under a healthier rule of 
action; ono that experience had taught;

The Grand Army was 
proud of its creation,

lay, which leaped into life from a 
most natural impulse—tho love a 
comrade bears for tho memory of his 
fellow soldieis. nnd proud of its twin 
hildron—tho NVoinew's Kolief Corps 
nnd the Sons of Veterans, through 
which tho name and fame of tho Army 
would bo perpetuated. Passing to a 
consideration of Memorial day, the 
poaker said. 


"On this day each year since tho 


lirst decoration in 1808, tho old sol- 
diers, spared from disease, exposures, 
Fatigues, campaigns, prison pens and 
>iiluo~, havo 'fallen in' and come apon 
ihis Miruo sacred ground with gar- 
lands and loars to honor tboso who 
toll that wo might live, and living on 
tho patrimony of 'ono country uud 
ono llui;.' 
\Vo join our hands across 


:hoso graves and swear to bold the 
standard as they, with our assistance, 
planted it. Tho work these soldiers 
Aid is legion. Froo, happy, pioud 
rVuicricn! Her Hag is honored for its 
symbolic worth by all tho powers of 
,ho earth. Look out upon this land 
ind see its growth and glory. (Jom- 
iwvo it with the continents of Africa, 
\MII and Kuvope, then consult the 
tables of immigration and they will 
:i'll you uith a Inngiuige eloquent 
into conviction, that from Europe, 
nost favored of tho foreign conti- 
unitH, thousands Hock to us, while 
lono return to them.

civil foo, full of able captains, full of 
bravi', determined men in rank and 
tilo, full of desperation. It was the 
moral prestigo of thoso loyal uiulfi- 
tudosthat helped to liold the fatigue- 
stained, battle-scarred soldier to the 
prosecution of his promise to sup- 
press tho rebellion, or chance the om- 
brace of death in tho effort.

Tho brain and muscle of the 
land sprang up nt the alarm, when 
rebel guns were trained upon the 
'Star of the West.' Old men, whose 
counsels had always sounded tho 
sweet notes of moderation, took down 
their rusty, lire-locks, gave thorn to 
their sons, and blending their bless- 
ings with their tears, prayed God for 
their return with all the clouds of 
war swept from every state within our 
broad domain.
